Auditorium to Witness 


the Ceremonies., 


St. Louis, Mo., April 30.—The rites 


which present the Louisiana pur- 
chase exposition to the world were 
performed in the liberal arts build- 
ing today with all the dignity and 
splendor befitting such an occasion. 


A parade of 11,000 soldiers down 


Lindell boulevard to the world's fair 
grounds formed a brilliant prelude 
to the ceremony of dedication. This 
prelude over, 60,000 people crowded 
into .the big auditorium where, in 
the presence of official representa- 
tives of all the civilized nations of 
the world, the words of dedication 
were spoken by the president of the 
United States. As the last syllable 
fell from the speaker's lips and the 
dedication 
of one of the 
world's 


greatest fairs was completed, 60,000 
voices • rose in a prodigious note of 
applause. 


IMPOSING ASSEMBLAGE. 


President Roosevelt,. ex-President

;he Illinois region, including the preset 
states of Illinois and Indiana, was added 
to our domain by force of arms, as a sequel 
to the adventurous expedition of George 
Sojers Clarke and his frontier 
riflemen 


Later the treaties of Jay and Plnckney ma- 
terially extended our real boundaries to the 
west. But none of these events was of so 
striking a character as to fix tho populai 
Imagination. The old thirteen colonies had 
always claimed that their rights stretchoi 
westward to the Mississippi, and vague am 
unreal though these claims were until mad 
good by conquest, settlement and diplomacy 
they still served to give the impression that 
the earliest westward movements of our peo- 
ple were littlo more than the flllins in of 
already existing national boundaries. 


Cut there could be no illusion about the 


acquisition of the vast territory beyond the 
Mississippi, stretching westward to the Pa- 
ciflc, which in that day was known as Louisi- 


ana. 
This Immense region was admittedly 


the territory of a foreign power, of a 
European kingdom.

PRESIDENT PRANCIS SPEAKS. 
After 
the 
rendition 
of "The 


Heavens Proclaiming" by the chorus 
of 2,000 voices, David R. Prancis, 
president of the fair association, de- 
livered the following address, pre- 
senting the buildings of the fair. He 
said: 


"The people of the Louisiana. Pur- 


chase are proud of their membership 
in the 
Peder-al union. 
They are 


grateful for the benefits that hnvo 
flowed from a life under the enduring 
institutions framed by the founders 
of the republic. 
They congratulate 


their brethren on 
the position our 


country occupies among tlie nations 
of the earth, and felicitate themselves 
on the part they have performed to- 
ward raising it to its present prestige 
and power.- " . 


"They _f e'lt'.'it a patriotic duty, to 'fit- 


tingly commemorate the" completion 
of the first century of their connec- 
tion with .the American republic, and 
th* roundin:g out of an important 
epoch in 'the life of the republic. In 
the discharge of that duty -this expo- 
sition was conceived. The inhabitants 
of the fourteen srtates and two terri- 
tories comprised within the purchase 
selected Saint Louis as the scene of 
the celebration.' 


"To the president of the 
United 


States, to the accomplished represen- 
tatives of foreign countries, to 'the 
chief executives of the sovereign 


sense lie treated as rounding out any exist- 
ing claims. When we acquired.lt we made 
evident once for all that consciously and of 
set purpose we had embarked on a career 
of expansion, that we had taken our place 
among those daring and hardy nations wlio 
risk much with the hope and desire of win- 
ning high position among the great powers 
of the earth. As la so often the case in na- 
ture, the law of development of a living 
organism showed itself in its actual work- 
ings to be .wiser than the wisdom. of the 
wisest. 


This work of expansion was by far tho 


greatest work of our people during the years 
that intervened hctween the adoption of the 
constitution and the outbreak of the civil 
war. There were other questions of real 
moment and importance, and there were 
many which at tho time seemed such to 
thocc engaged in answering them; but tho 
greatest feat of our forefathers of those 
Generations was the deed of the men who, 
with pack train or wagon train, on horse- 
back, on foot, or by boat upon the waters, 
pushed tho frontier ever westward across 
the continent. 


NEW KIND OF EXPANSION. 


Never before had tho world seen the kind 


of national expansion which gave our people 
all that part of the American continent lying 
west of the thirteen original states; the 
greatest landmark la which, was the Louisi- 
ana purchase., Our.triumph ^n this process 
of expansion, was.-indissoiubly .bound up with 
the success of our peculiar kind of federal 
government; and this'success'has been so 
complete that because of its very complete- 
ness we now sometimes fail 'to appreciate 
not only the all-importance but the tre- 
mendous, difficulty of 
tha 
problem, with 


which our nation was originally faced.

in the altered conditions, we must 


meet tho changed and changing problems 
with the spirit shown by the men who, in 
1603 and in tho subsequent years, gained, 
explored, conquered and settled this vast 
territory, then a dessrt, now filled with 
thriving and populous states. 


GREAT BECAUSE OF THE MEN, 


Tho old days were great because the men 


who lived in them had mighty qualities: and 
we must make the new days great by show- 
ins these same qualities. Wo must insist 
upon courage and resolution, upon hardihood, 
tenacity and fertility in resource; we must 
insist upon tho strong xirile virtues, and we 
must insist no less upon the virtues of self- 
restraint, self-mastery, regard for the rights 
of others; we must show our abhorrenco of 
cruelty, brutality and corruption, in public 
and in private life alike. If we come short 
in any of thcso qualities, we shall measur- 
ably fail; and if. as I believe wo surely 
shall, we develop thcso qualities in the fu- 
ture to an even greater degree than in the 
past, then in the century now beginning we 
shall make of this republic the freest and 
most orderly, tho. most just and most mighty 
nation which has over come forth from the 
womb of time.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 209. 


An ordinance to amend section twenty-one 


(21) of an ordinance entitled, "An ordi- 
nance to regulate the running of loco- 
motives and cars in the city of Tort 
Wayne," approved July 11, 1699. 
Section 1.

Provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall not apply to 
any of the railroads maintaining any of the 
said gates that run not more than one train 
over any of said crossings between nine (9) 
o'clock p. m. and twelve (12) o'clock mid- 
night of any one day. As to such roads, the 
time fixed in the section herein amended 
shall not be'changed."

He holds 
up before us convex mirrors in which 
we see things so grotesquely distort- 
ed out of their tru» shapes and pro- 
portions that we are^amused by. the 
ridiculous presentments. ' But 'when 
a humorist attempts to masquerada 
as a serious logician, and holds up his 
convex mirrors before us pretending 
that they .are truth-telling ones, .ie 
ceases to be humorous and becomes 
ridiculous.

into such, a state of rhetorical effer- 
vescence that he seriously tries to 
frighten .: his: readers, .and 
really 


seems to frighten himself, with his 
talk about "thrones," "popes," etc., 
he is like the foolish little boy who 
hollows out a pumpkin, cuts holes 
in -for the big eyes of an ogre, puts 
a'lighted candle inside of it when 
niglit comes, and then is the first 
one to become frightened at the flar- 
ing-eyed, yellow-faced monster he

Mrs. Annie Welch,-wife of Hugh 


Welch, a watchman employed by the 
Pennsylvania company, was taken 
violently ill on East 
Wayne street, 


near1. Ciiaton, shortly after 8 o'clock 
Wednesday evening, and died short- 
ly''after being removed to her home, 
135 Holman street. The post mor- 
tem examination conducted today by 
Dr. J. E. Miller, under the direction 
of. Coroner Barnett, established the 
fact that death.was due to heart af- 
fections, 
complicated with acute 


pneumonia. 


Mrs. Welch came down town about 


7 o'clock, made a few purchases at 
the' stores and started to attend the 
performance at Masonic Temple thea- 
ter. In front of Barnett & Son's 'bus 
barn she accosted a hackmon, telling 
him she was ill and asking to be tak- 
en home. 
She was coughing, occa- 


sionally spitting up quan/ities of 
blood and seemed • deathly ill. She 
was assisted into a. carriage and driv- 
en to her home, where Dr. J. E. Mil- 
ler was at once summoned. Before 
the physician could reach the house 
Mrs. Welch, was dead. 


Mrs. Welch was 48 years of age, 


and she- formerly resided in Whitley 
county. She was twice married, her 
first husband being a man named 
Varner, and some years after 
his 


death she was united in marriage to 
Mr. Welch. 


The funeral services will probably 


be held Sunday afternoon. 


St. John's Luthen-n school at th« 


corner of West Washington and Van 
Buren streets has been closed by 
order of Health Commissioner Mac- 
beth on account of the development 
of sn-jillpox coses in the family of 
Prof. Philip Scharman, one of the 
teachers, and the probable exposure 
of a number of families to the con- 
tagion. 


In the family of Prof. Stumpf, an- 


other of the teachers in the school, a 
child had been ill, the disease being 
diagnosed as chickenpox by Dr. H. G. 
Herz, the attending physician, wh.-> 
still maintains that it was chicken- 
pox and not smallpox from, which the 
child, now well, suffered. This con- 
tention is not seriously denied by 
the health department. . 


On Tuesday, however, Mrs. Krone- 


miller, of th« Ninth ward, was taken 
down with unmistakable 
smallpox 


and was removed to the isolation 
hospital for treatment, where 
sh> 


now is. 


Yesterday it developed thit "Mrs. 


Kronemiller had been a frequent vis- 
itor at the Stumpf residence and still 
later in the day Dr. Merz reportod 
that a nine-year-old daughter of 
Prof. Soharruann had been ill for a 
week nr.d that he believed she was 
suffering from smallpox. 


Dr. Macbeth, in company -with Dr. 


Men, investigated the 
case and 


found it a typical one. T'ie child 
was removed to the hospital and the 
school was ordered closed, the order 
being promptly complied with. 


The relations between the Stumpf, 


Kronemiller and Scharmann families 
have been most neighborly and cor- 
dial and the result is that there is 
no telling how many persons have 
been exposed. 


Dr. Macbeth states that there is no 


occasion for serious alarm, but be- 
lieves that the strict observance cf 
reasonable sanitary regulations and 
precautions at this time of the year 
will prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease and he cheerfully hopes that it 
will be confined to those who cams 
m actual contact with 
actual suf- 


ferers. 


Meantime the usual quarantine 


measures are being 
enforced and 


quarantine and isolation is rigidly 
insisted upon. Dr. Macbeth seeks to 
exonerate Dr. Merz f »om any implied 
negligence and says that he reported 
the Scharmann case promptly and as 
soon as he had reason to believe that 
it was one of smallpox. 


This morning two suspicious cases 


were reported from 
the American 


house, corner of Calhoun and Rail- 
road streets. 


Investigation showed that W. P. 


France, aged 34, son of the proprietor 
of the American house, and J. W. 
Ward, aged 28, had been sick from 
three to five weeks with what the 
health commissioner pronounces was 
smallpox; 
Both 
have recovered, 


though badly pitted. The house was 
fumigated, placed in quarantine and 
a guard established.
